The Uneducated .Deaf. 

Those on whom devolve the duty 
and responsibility of providing for 
the education of the deaf sometimes 
neglect to do ko in a sufficiently 
comprehensive degree; but if those 
in authority but fully realized the 
vast difference In the status of an 
uneducated deaf person as com- 
pared with that of an uuedueated 
hearing person, thsy would be 
more prompt and liberal in supply- 
ing adequate educational facilities 
the former. An uneducated 
hearing man, if of average natural 
intelligence, readily acquires a very 
iderable voea bulary, he easily, 
and without any effort on his part, 
or any special instruction on the 
part of others, learns the names 
and characteristics of every kind of 
object that comes within his 
observation, is able to express his 
thoughts freely and intelligibly, 
and by means of converse with 
others he has a pretly thorough 
knowledge of all matters that 
pertain to his own ■ immediate 
interests; and though he limy not 
be able to read a word, he can, 
through others, ascertain in a gen- 
eral way what is transpiring 
throughout the world, andean hold 
constant and intelligent converse 
with his friends and others with 

whom he may come Into contact, 
lb* ean take part in the various 
activities of life, can discharge in 
a creditable manner all the duties 
and responsibilities devolving upon 

htm, and may even rise to positions 
of trust ;iud honor, and despite his 
limitation may thoroughly enjoy 
life in nearly all its phases. I lis 
moral nature, also, may be fully 
developed, his religious convictions 
may be deep, sincere ;md accurate, 
and performing his duty to (iodand 
to man. 

How vastly different from this is 
I -onditron ami the lot of an un- 
educated i\e>H.t' man. With but few 
eptions be lives In a state of 
Hank, Impenetrable ignoranoe, and 

awful isolation. Mis want of know- 
ledge is not merely comparative but 
practically absolute. He does not 

know the names of the commonest 
objects of itv^ry day use, and his 
knowledge of what goes on round 
about him is limited to what, he actu 
ally sees with his own eyes, since he 
eannot receive ideas Of information 
from others nor convey ideas or 
wishes to them, exempt his com 
monest wants which he may express 
in pantomime I 'liable to hold con 
th pthers because of his en- 
tire lack of language*, he lives a life 

of loneliness quite luoonoeivable to 

i ing people. Of the general 

events transpiring throughout the 

world he must remain in absolute 

Ignorance, Since be cannot read and 

H no language bv which he 

ean communicate with his friends.

They were shut up In hermetically- 

ed glass receptacles containing 
bioxide of sodium and only air 

enough for prolonging life a few 

moments. <>n opening these, after 

a lapse of five hours, the animals 

were breathing regularly and placid- 
ly. Then divers' helmets were 

iructed with a lining of sodium 
Of bioxide, with the remarkable 
result, that the divers could stay 

below water for an Indefinite period. 

The Chemical reason foi this 
seeming mystery is simple. So- 
dium bioxide has a strong affinity 

for Carbon. Whenever earbonie 

acid gas is present, it combines at 

oneo with the carbon ; at the same 

time it, sets free a proportionate 
quantity of pure oxygen. It is pre- 
dicted that this discovery will be 
of great value, not only in subma- 
rine work, but in ordinary home 

life. Windows need not be opened 
in winter if this regenerating sub- 
stance is kept In our rooms — which 

means less coat for heat, and less 
danger of taking cold. The air in 
hospitals, churches, factorlei and 

schools, can be kept pure. Mining 

operations can be more safely con 

ducted. Kx.
